a land of mountains.
Pacific rallroad cromses four distinct
paralie] chains im tHis region with =
total breadth of 300 miles. The Sel-
kirk is a largely uninhabited region,
neither soll nor climats adapted
to agriculture and mining has sprung
up as the chief industry. The main
waterways are used by the explorars,
then roads appear and finally the re-
gion is gradually opened to the rall-
road. After giving a brief ocutline of
the conditions existing in this moun-
tainous region Mr., Palmer went on to
tell of some of the experiences he and
his party encountered in thelr ex-
plorations and as the slides appehred
on the screen he pointed out the par-
ticularly interesting points, .

The first slide shown was a map of
the Selkirk system or rang?, which
served to glve all a clear idea of the
location.,  Mr, Palme:r's talk was con-
corned chiefly with the northern end
of the range.

The next slide showed the eastern
gateway to Rogers pass and then the
southern portal appeared.

Mr. Palmer sald that the moun-
Leineer divides all mountalns into two
broad classes, snow peaks and rock
peaks and each of these was {llus-
trated by the stereopticon. Climbers
roped together striving to reach their
gonl was the subject of one of the
slides and another showed the chim-
ney method of .climbing. Mr. Palmer
said that the rate of ascent on the
steep mountain sides is about 1,000
feet. an hour, although it Is not un-
usual to make 1,500 feet an hour on
some of the mountalns,

Glaclers with sreat fissures and
deep crevasses were shown. Mr. Pal-
mer sald that the glaciers move faster
In the center than they do at the mar-
gin. This accounts for the queer ice
formations along the margins. The
glaciers form the natural highways to
the peaks, which are their sources.

When their goal was
reached and they stood at last on
peak of the glant mountain, no out-
werd sign of gratification was made,
there were no congratulations, hardly
a word was spoken and they remalned
only long enough to bury their rec-
ords, following the usual custom, for
all were thinkKing of the descent, haz-
grdous at best and rapidly becoming
more and more diMcult as the snow
and fce softened under the sun's rays.
They reached the foot of the mountain
without accldent, the first victors over
etubborn Mount Sir Sandford. .

In concluding his lecture Mr. Palmer
told of how his explorations had placed
on the government map 300 square
miles of country that had previously
been classed as unknown.
